Our «real, Great Want, 

That population ia tho aupremo want 
of British Columbia, is ft proportion 
which gooa without taking. Some porsous, 
indeed, assort that oapit&l constitutes 
the ohief want ; but wo »re disposed to 
attribute sueh a conclusion to a confu- 
sion of ideas rogarding cause and affect. 
True it is that population per sc would 
but ill supply the great want of the 
country. But, then, population never 
comes alono. It \s either aocompanied 
or followed by capital. When, there- 
fore, it ia assorted that population con- 
Btitutos the supremo want of British 
Columbia, it is perfectly well under- 
stood that capital is implied. Oiio Btiil 
bears the question (.cuasionally asked, 
' What would wo dotwith population if 
wo hud it V Well, no suppose the same 
questiou has be u asked, at one time 
or unother, in ."ospoot of every o«o of 
the forty-fivo Britiah Colonies, and 
certainly with far greator foroo in re* 
apoct of eotne others of than this. Take, 
lor instance, a thickly woodod country 
hko Canada, with it» five months of 
winter, and, in many parts, its threo 
l«ot of snow. Compare that oouQtry 
with this, and there would, indeed, uppear 
to be somo reason in the question. Bnt, 
yet, population did come to Canada, 
aud bowed a home out of tho solid for- 
08i : and look at that country nowl 
What will British Columbia do with 
population? Lot hsr opon and fertile 
prairieB,awaiting the seed of the husband- 
man, answor. Let hor seashore, hor 
lakes and her rivore, stocked with fi.h 
aud fowl, answor. Let her mineral aud 
forest wealth answor. Lot her salu- 
brious climato and wintsrless wintors 
answor. In tho whole raugo of our 
ken there exists not a country present- 
ing in a higher dogroo those conditions 
which contribute to the ready attain- 
ment of oomparaiive well-boing — none 
that offers groator advantugos to 
inflowing humanity. Thus, thou, 
it appoara to be equally in thd 
iaterost of tho colony and of tho etui* 
grant that population should be guided 
into British Columbia. To Confedera- 
tion wo justly look for a Boluiion of 
many of our difficulties; but it thould 
not, be forgotten th>u emigration mum 
remain a Provincial question. After 
union, as row, wo shall bavo to manage 
our own emig.alion tohomes. Seeing, 
than, that population comtitutos the 
supreme want of British Co'umbia, and 
that it must devolve upon us to inaugu- 
rate and carry out any measures ne- 
cessary to the supplying of thut waut, 
it behooves tho people and the Govern- 
ment to give this most important sub- 
ject immediate attention. It inaj oc- 
cur to some that, although the Federal 
Government will not roliove the colony 
of that cluss oi duties pertaining to em« 
igration, yet such Federal works as ibo 
Canadian Pacifio Railway will have all 
the practical effect of rolioviug the col- 
ony from tho necessity o/ employing 
any special moat.s for introducing popu- 
lation. But, whilo admitting that ihb 
effect of these great undertakings will 
assuredly bo to attract population, we 
dssire to point out the folly of leaving 
to sueh iufluencss tho whole (-migration 
work. Given, the constructiou of the 
railway will bo tho moans of producing 
a large influx of population, what shad 
wo do with it? If that groat influx he 
not precoded by a gradual process of 
colonization , it is to bo feared that tho 
couuliy will not be in lhat condition to 
derive the greatest benefit from its 
presence. Tho benefits to be derived 
by the colory from the construction of 
those large worki which aro to be the 
immediate results of Confederation will 
depend greatly upon the degree of our 
preparedness to supply from local re- 
sources tho demand created thereby, 
For instance, if tho moo en ployed upon 
these works aro for the most part to 
subsist upon 1'oioign, instead of colonial, 
production-,, what real, lasting boniiit 
will be conferred upon British Colum- 
bia ? Her imports would bo increased, 
and tho Federal revenue dorived there, 
from would ce proportionately augment- 
ed, but tho caidil al beneliiH would bu 
lost to tho colonj', Instead, therefore, 
of folding our arms and waiting for 
tbeso works to biiug much needed pop- 
ulation to the oolouy, the very circu in- 
stance of these works heing in tho prospect- 
ive^nd the fact that this will cause tens of 
thousands of |persons to rush into tho 
country, coustitulo additional reasons 
wtiy wo should meanwhile seek dilli- 
goutly to promote colonization as an 
essential preparatory means to tho at" 
tuinmeut of the grand object we have 
all in viow — causing tho construction of 
tho railway and other Dominion works 
to contribute in the largest possible do* 
greo towards tho permanont settlement 
of the country and tho dovolopmoat of 
its vast resource*!. It is scarcely need- 
ful that wo should indicate tho moans 
necessary to bo oiuployod in thus pro- 
moting tho immediate gradual influx of 
population. Wo would, howevor, tako 
this opportunity of again urgiug upon 
the Government tho duty of adopting 
tho first obvious stop toward tho at- 
tainment of that objoct. It is a re- 
ma'rkoblo, but not very creditable, fact, 
that our Government has never tu^i n 
auy steps for the purpose of making the 
advantages of thfs country, as a field 
for immigration, known in those ceuiroi 
of population fiom which we might nut" 
urally hopo to draw a supply. Hinco 
the opening of the overland railway, 
San Frant seo may justly bo regarded 
aa such a centre of population; for it is 
well known that there ure already tons 



of thousands of unemployed there, anx- 
iously looking for new fields. But al- 
though so vory near to us, this ooldny H 
seaiceiy bettor known and understood 
in San Francisco than it is in Hamburg 
or Berlin I There ia not tho slightest 
doubt in our own mind that had an 
etlieient Emigration and Intelligence 
Agency existed at San Francisco during 
those four or five years past this colony 
would have boi-u benefitted thotoby to 
tho extent of fifty dollars for cory one 
it would have etst; and what is truo of 
tho past in this re -poot is more enpeoial- 
ly truo of tho p:esent aud tho imme- 
diate future, Duiing tho last two ses- 
sions or iho local Legislature resolutions 
We.o passed urging tho Executive to 
establish si"jb an .gency at San Fran- 
cisco; bat, for Boirrie unexplained reason, 
tho recommends Ions of the people's 
representatives li vo never been acted 
upon. We take is opportunity of once 
more uigiug upon tho Government tho 
importance of o . blishlns an Emigra- 
tion and lo'to'liy; ice Oirco at San Fran' 
cisco — ;i step i oi: . -red all the more no 
cossary by impc . ')g chanjos. Facile 
C >mmunic\itiou b eon San Francisco 
aud this colony is, of course, a sine qua 
non to a considerable influx' of popu- 
lation that is about j be provided 
by the Canadian Government. The 
first duty, therefore, appoara to bo tho 
establishment, in tho nearest oeu.tro ol 
population^ of nu agency that would 
beeotiu; an effieieiit medium for tho dis- 
semination of trustworthy information 
respecting the country.

such crowds ol people Iroin far and near, wss 
tba iiiieruatiunal ruoe between iho Tjne 
crow and the St John orew, lor tha champ. t r- 
ship of the world. The raca tvno pre tiini • 
nently to ba regardad a* a trinl o( the style 
of rowing as ^'ooerally prticiUal in Great 
Britain atid Canada, the short quiok stroke 
of the lo. iter ugainsl tho Ion,™ pull ol tliu men 
of tho 'lyae. Tho Canadian bends forwurd, 
but not back. Tho Tyue tnsn bends both 
forward and back ; end te ein lia the pecu- 
liarity of Ibe two erowa. The result of the 
raoo'will probably bo accepted us da-non- 
alrating the superiority of the long ttroko 
over the short. When time was called on 
the altsrnoon of the I6ib September, lor the 
assembling of the boms tho St John crew 
o! jcoied lo rowing, owipg lo the roughness ol 
tha weather; consequently Iba Indian caooe 
raoe look puce, and was won by tbe Prince 
Arthur. By that time the wealftei beosmo 
calm aid both boals wero soon in readioefa, 
the J'vne men io wnite shirts and bare 
heads," tbo St John c.ew in pirA shirts and 
rad oaps, Tha Tyne crew were greeted wilb 
loud cheors as tbuy chot lightly oat trom the 
shore. A few seconds and tbsir nntagoniits 
came out, arid woro timilarljf receivod. 
Reaching the Starting point, salutations were 
exchanged, and the Tynisidurs took off iheir 
shirts, exposing wall developed muscles; 
Wow thousands wera olForod on the St John 
men even, but no takers. Both bo=its were 
placed and, the s gnai being givon, they got 
awav in splendid Style, neither aide getting 
mnoh advantage. The Tyuesidirs. however, 
soon worked ahead and tumad Ibe bajy first, 
On tbo borne siratcb, it is dated, the bows of 
the St John host were crossed lour times 
by their antagonist.

Roferring to tho Torms ol Union tho Ottawa 
Tunes says : — 

" Wo have no doubt that many people in 
Canada, men of timid natures who lack faith 
in our future, and who huvo beea disposed to 
regard tho construction o» a Canadian Pacific 
Railroad at Iho wild dream of an enthusiast 
rather than as an immediate necessity, will 
stand aghast when thty hear thot our govern- 
ment undertakes to commence its construction 
within two years trorn tho date of the admis- 
sion of British Columbia. But a majority of 
Canadians understand that without that rail, 
read the eveutual aim and object of Confedera- 
tion can never be accomplished, and that if wo 
would achieve great results we must Itarn to 
' irreatiy dare,' and to assume weighty respon- 
sibilities. We hope Hint the anticipations of 
tbo leading men of British Columbia will be 
verified, and trial an overwhelming majority of 
the people of that colony will deelaro for Union 
in October uext." 

In nn article upon the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, the Hamilton ?7;;i<\! says : — 

"It is uni rersally conceded in Canada that to 
make our recent acquisition in the North-West 
of any value to the rest of tbo Dominion, a 
railway must bo constructed from Fort William 
to the Red River Settlement, and thence west- 
ward to British Columbia | nor oan the union 
of the colouy be of the slightest advantage to 
either unless railway and water communica- 
tion be established through British North 
America from the Atlantic to tha Pacific 
Gceau. Only by the construction of a railway 
through tho fertile belt of the Nortb-Wost te 
the /"acific shore can ooloni^utioa and settle- 
ment be promoted, and the whole of British 
North America become united under one 
general government. Railway construction 
must preoedo settlement in ardor to iuvite 
colonization. This fact has heon clearly de- 
monstrated in the settlement ef the Western 
States ol America. It would ho S,n sot of con* 
luminals folly on the part of the Dominion 
Government were it to attempt to admit 
British Columbia into the Confederation of 
British North America, and no means be taken 
to bring the Colonies on the Pacific Ooajt into 
direct communication, by rail, with the Pro- 
vinces in Ihe east, through Manitoba. This is 
so well understood both by our own Govern- 
ment nnd that of British Columbia, that tho 
artiolos of Confederation providing for the nd-, 
mission of British Columbia into the Domin- 
ion, expressly provided that such a line of 
railway shall be commend within two years 
from tho dHo of the union between tbe Pacific 
and Atlantic provinces ; and we understand 
that the Government, in sending a volunteer 
force to Fort Garry, contemplate something 
more than the more taking possession of that 
Fort and establishing olril Government in 
Manitoba. When once the Oovernment ot that 
now Province shall have been fully organized 
and established, nnd the wholo machinery of 
civil government shall have been put in opera,- 
lion, tho troops will be employed to aid ia the 
6urvey and looatioa ot the proposed line of 
Railway from Fort Garry westward to the 
Pacific coast ot British Columbia; Engineers 
aro to bo sent out, and the troops are to be 
distributed in Bquads of a fow men each to 
protect and assist tho engineers in working the 
neceisary surveys. It is not probable that, 
after Governor Archibald shail be seated in 
tho gubernatorial ohajr, and all the functions 
of the legislative, executive and judicial de- 
partments of the Government shall be brought 
into harmonious nction and co-operation, that 
there will bo any regular troops al all required 
to keep order and preserve the peaco of the 
colony , and even should such a necessity 
arise, it would be quite easy to organize a 
local volunteer force for such a purpose. It 
will be remembered that when tbo volunteer 
forco was onlieled lor the Red River expedi- 
tion, they wera enlisted for the term of three 
years, should tho Government require tbeir 
services,for so longja pariod. There aro, wo 
believe, about oight or nine hundred volunteers 
engaged in the expedition altogether, and 
these broken up into Bectiens or companies, 
each section or squad undsr tho command of a 
subaltern er non-commissioned officer, would 
prove invaluable In assisting to carry out the 
survey, and tbo location of tho Dominion Pa- 
cific Railway. With a full and competent staff 
of engineers, the work might be soon accom- 
plished, and beforo tho two years have elapsed 
fixed for ihe cumuieiiceniont of tho rond by 
the articles of agreement made between the 
Dominion Government and liritish Columbia, 
the line might he put under contract, and the 
actual worn of construction b<> commenced. 
This would be utilizing the volunteer force, 
and securing tho surveys for the road at the 
lowest possible cost. Aa we huvo already 
Stated, we believe that this was the original 
design thu Government had in view when they 
provided for the enlistment of volunteers for 
the Red River expeditionary force for three 
years. It is hardly probable, however, that 
much will he done towards carrying out the 
survey this fall, as tho work woald necessarily 
havo to be suspended during tho winter months 
becauso of tbo deep snow and the inclemency 
of tho season In that region in liritisb North 
America." 
Tho Oollingwood Bulletin snys : — 
"Tho telegraph wires bring to us, from tho 
distant island of Vancouver, tho welcome 
intolligonco that British Columbia, too, is|will- 
ing to enstin her lot with us. Tho conditions 
upon which she would be receivod into our 
Dominion have been made public, and by an 
article which appeared in our last issuo, 
copied from tho loading journal of that colouy, 
it will bo soon that thoso conditions are even 
moie favorable than tho Columbians them, 
selves had hoped lor. Tho virtual admission 
thoreofof British Columbia into the Confedera- 
tion m*y be looked upon as a fact, although 
the formal declaration will probably not take 
place until next Dominion Day Thus his the 
chain beon comploted — the cnaiu of human 
sympathy, of oummon inte rest and national 
brotherhood — which shall hiadwitb more than 
iron band tho scattered provinces of British 
North America. 

The addition of theso new territories, naide 
from their own intrinsic worth, possesses a 
rolalivo importance which oaunot bo over-es- 
timated. Their internal reViurcca, iheir agri. 
cultural and mineral wealth, o inner tail to at- 
tract thither a largo population The coals, 
and timber nnd furs of llio Nur'- l iVe«t will form 
important additions to our national (rre«tnes«, 
while British Columbia — the last colouy Wded 
to tho British Crown, and on* of tho brightest 
jewols that over sparkled in Ihe diadem of our 
helovod Queen — possesses undeveloped re- 
sources »f immense value. Her gold-lrelds 
huvo n'.roady won a world. wido reputation, 
and hor magnificent timber is sought by nil 
nations. Besidoa Ksuuimnli and Nunuimo, she 
possesses a harbor nt Burrard Inlet which ia 
not surpassed upon the .Pacific Ceast, Here
